Poliomyelitis - The 9 cases of poliomyelitis, a ll 

paralytic, reported this week represent the greatest num­

ber of cases reported for any single week this year. 

Illino is , Tennessee, Alabama and Arkansas each reported 

one case. Five of the cases reported were from Pennsyl­

vania.

The Pennsylvania cases occurred in the Carlis le , 

Pennsylvania, area, and had onsets of illness between 

April 23 and June 12. This geographic clustering occurred 

early in the usual enterovirus season, and represented 

che heaviest experience with poliomyelitis by this com­

munity in over ten years. A mass community program was 

conducted in the Carlisle area on June 22, with 65,000 

Persons receiving Type I oral vaccine.

Reported cases of poliomyelitis for the entire United 

States during 1963 continue to run well below previous 

years as shown in the tables below:

INFLUENZA — Epidemics of influenza-like disease first 

appeared and became widespread in the Eastern United 

States during January 1963- The first confirmed outbreak 

due to Influenza began in early January in Robeson 

County, North Carolina. Shortly thereafter adjacent coun­

ties in North Carolina and contiguous counties in South 

Carolina were progressively involved, and by February 15 

outbreaks of influenza-like illness had been reported from 

the District of Columbia and 15 States. During January, 

the spread of the disease to the North and South along the 

Atlantic Seaboard resulted in community-wide outbreaks 

in these areas.

Confirmed outbreaks in the Kansas City and Chicago 

areas occurred during January in rather specialized popu­

lation groups; however, it was not until February that 

community-wide outbreaks were seen in these areas. The 

appearance of outbreaks in early February in West Virginia, 

Kentucky, and Ohio marked the beginning of a westerly 

spread of the disease and, by late February, large seg­

ments of the middle western and south central States were 

involved. By the first week of March, outbreaks of 

influenza-like disease had occurred and were subsiding 

in the District of Columbia and 35 States, all east of 

the Rocky Mountain.

The pattern of epidemic spread continued a westerly 

course, although the extensive, often State-wide, involve- 

which characterized earlier outbreaks on the Eastern Sea­

board were not as frequently observed as the epidemic 

moved westward. The mountain States of Colorado, Idaho, 

and Utah reported influenza-like disease outbreaks for 

the first time in early March, and the West Coast States 

of Alaska and California began to experience focal out­

breaks of the disease. In mid-March, small focal outbreaks 

occurred in Washington and Wyoming.

With the exception of Alaslia, where widespread com­

munity epidemics occurred during March and April, the 

West Coast States were notable for the lack of demon­

strable widespread community involvement. In California, 

the presence of Influenza A 2 virus was demonstrated in 

many areas of the State through serologic confirmation in 

sporadic cases; however, outbreaks could be demonstrated 

largely only in institutional environments.

By late April, one or more outbreaks of influenza-like 

disease had been reported in the District of Columbia and 

45 States. Increased incidence of this syndrome was not 

reported in the States of Florida, Hawaii, Nebraska, Neva­

da, and New Mexico. The accompanying map (Fig. 1) 

shows the distribution of outbreaks of influenza-like i l l ­

ness and those with laboratory confirmation of influenza, 

from January 1 through May 24, 1963- In general, the force 

of the epidemic, in its capacity tor large-scale community 

involvement, tended to dissipate as the epidemic moved 

west. Conspicuously absent during the 1963 epidemic was 

the widespread excess secondary school absenteeism, 

which was noted during the 1957 Influenza A2 epidemic. 

Surveys of age specific attack rates in selected areas of 

epidemic prevalence showed marked flattening of the at­

tack rate curves in the age groups 10-19. (See MMWR, 

Vol. 12, Page 95).

Pneumonia-influenza deaths in the 108 U. S. cities 

first exceeded the epidemic threshold in early January and 

reached a peak during the week ending March 16. Deaths 

fell to below threshold levels during the week ending 

April 13 and have remained so to the present. Excess 

pneumonia-influenza mortality for the 9 geographic divi­

sions of the United States during the epidemic was shown 

in MMWR, Vol. 12, Page 135- High levels occurred in all 

but the Mountain and Pacific D ivisions.

Influenza A2 virus was implicated as the causative 

agent of one or more outbreaks in the District of Columbia 

and in 34 of the 45 States reporting outbreaks of influenza­

like illness. No isolations of Influenza B virus were re­

ported during the entire season. The contemporary isolates 

of Influenza Type A strains showed relation through 

hemagglutination inhibition to the A2 /Jap  305/57 proto­

type, and are members of the sub-type. Although de­

tailed antigenic analyses have not been made on all 

viruses isolated in 1963, there is evidence of some anti­

genic change away from the 1957 prototype strain.

Pneumonía-Influenza Mortality

The 1963 Influenza A2 epidemic resulted in an ex­

cess pneumonia-influenza death rate of 5-9 per 100,000 

population for the entire United States during the three 

month period January — March. This rate was somewhat 

lower than the excess rate of 6.7 per 100,000 during the 

I960 Influenza A2 epidemic. For deaths from a ll causes 

the 1963 excess rate of 25-5 per 100,000 was considerably 

above the comparable rate of 15.0 in I960.

In Figure 2 excess deaths reported by the 108 cities 

are presented for I960 and 1963- The period of highest

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excess mortality was noticeably later in 1963 than in 

I960. Cumulative excess mortality, shown in the lower 

part of the figure, was sim ilar to that for the entire United 

States, with excess pneumonia-influenza mortality lower, 

but excess mortality from a ll causes higher in 1963 than 

in I960.

The total number of excess deaths from pneumonía- 

influenza is estimated at 11,125 in comparison with

12,000 deaths during the I960 epidemic. For a ll causes 

of death the excess number during the 1963 epidemic is 

estimated to be 53>000, a considerably larger number 

than the 27,000 excess deaths from a ll causes estimated 

to have occurred during the epidemic of I960. However, 

as illustrated in Figure 3, there was a noticeable excess

in deaths from a ll causes during December and January 

when excess pneumonia-influenza mortality was at low 

levels. Using the February ratio of excess deaths from 

a ll causes to pneumonia-influenza deaths as a basis for 

adjustment, the excess deaths from a ll causes during 

January would be reduced by 5,000 leaving a total of

48,000 excess deaths from a ll causes as the total as­

sociated with the influenza epidemic. The above estimates 

are a ll based on the 10% U. S. Mortality Sample.
